The dignity and inviolability of the 
postal caid are about to be vindicated by 
ail the majesty of the United States 
courts. That is to say, if you write upon 
a postal card anything “intended to re­ 
flect injuriously npon the character or 
cond not of another” yon are likely to be 
called to account for it, and may suffer a 
fine of $5,000 and imprisonment at bard 
labor for fly a years, or both. 
An 
enterprising collector has used postal 
cards rn the attempt to collect bad debts 
and went so far as to write “ D. B .” on 
them, the same indicating, as the ini­ 
tiated well know, “dead beat.” In oon- 
seqnnence thereof he bas been arrested 
—the first oaee under the law passed in 
Ju n e , 1888. The law alco forbids the 
writing of defamatory matter on envel­ 
opes and wrappers, and seems to bs in 
acoord both with common-sense and 
good taste. 


If the Cleveland organs desire to have 
the administration and the republican 
congress carry cat a legislative policy, 
they can use their influence to good ad­ 
vantage to discourage democratic fili­ 
bustering in the house — Indianepolis 
Journal.

C hicag o N ov. 1 4 .—After consideration 
Judge McConnell 
decided to rule out 
the testimony of Daniel Brown, the police­ 
man, who lost his job last May, after it 
came out that he had preferred charges of 
treason against Dr. Cronin, and that one 
of the committee which found the doctor 
guilty was Dan Coughlin. 
The court held in substance that the de­ 
cision of this question would involve the 
opening of 
the whole matter as 
to 
whether or not Dr. Cron in was really 
guilty of treason in 1883, aud the whole 
matter in which Coughlin was the commit­ 
teeman sitting in judgment on Dr. Cronin. 
The court didn't think the evidence com­ 
petent. 
It would involve the trying of 
other Issues. 
Therefore he ruled it out. 
Before beginning his cross-examination 
of McKinnon Mr. Forrest said he had been 
informed by his client Burke that the eras­ 
ures on the band of tho hat had not been 
made by Burke. 
Therefore Mr. Forrest 
moved to exclude the hat from evidence. 
The court sustained the motion and the 
hat was excluded from the consideration of 
the jury. 
Mr. Forrest cross-examined McKinnon 
mainly on alleged discrepancies between 
his testimony before the court at Winnipeg 
and his evidence bere. 
‘•Did not Burke tell you that his name 
was Burke and he was sometimes called 
Delaney?’ ’ 
“He did." 
“Did you testify at Winnipeg to Burke 
saying bis name was Cooper?’ ’ 
“I did not.” 
“Why did you tell it hero ” 
“Because there I was asked certain 
questions, which I answered, and here I 
was told to tell my story. ” 
H. H. Jansen, who owns the little real 
estate office near the Carlson cottage, was 
called to describe the surroundings of the 
cottage and the O’Sullivan residence. The 
idea of the State was to clear tne way for 
later witnesses who saw persons in tho 
vicinity of the cottage. 
The testimony of 
Jansen showed that the locality was a very 
lonely place. 
Capt. Schuettler was recalled, and the 
section of the hall of the Carlson cottage 
on which the paint-made footprints were 
found was brought in and placed standing 
before the jury. 
Capt. Schuettler testified that he had 
received the boards from Capt. Wing. 
Mr. 
Forrest objected. 
The boards, ha 
said, 
had been left in the attic at the 
Lake View station and open to public ac­ 
cess. 
Forrest objected to tho exhibition 
of the boards to the jury, but the court 
admitted the paint-stained footprints in 
evidence. 
At this point tho State’s attorney sub­ 
mitted to the counsel for the defense pre­ 
paratory to offering them in evidence, a 
number of time bills used by W. J. Froe- 
lich, the painter for whom Kunze worked. 
These bills were made out by Kunze as a 
record of his work for Froelicb and turned 
in daily. 
These bill were all dated in the 
vicinity of May 9. 
They are signed by 
“John Kaigel,” a name Kunze assumed 
about that time. 
Then it was shown how difficult it may 
be to got the weather into the evidence. 
Sergt. Frankenfeld of the signal service 
was called to testify to the state of the 
weather the evening of May 4. 
Sergt. 
Frankenfeld had with him a copy of the 
observations of the office May 4. 
Sergt. 
Frankenfeld testified from his 
book of records, and said that the night 
of May 4 was “cloudless’’ or clear, and 
the moon set at or about l l o’clock at 
night. 
The day had been perfectly cloud­ 
less from midnight to midnight. 
Judge Wing tried to get the watchful 
expert to admit that while it might be 
raining in-Chicago it might be clear * t 
Lake View, or vice versa, and the witness 
said, 
“ While nothing was impossible in 
meteorology,” he did not think this con­ 
dition of affairs possible. 
At tho conclusion of Sergeant Frauken- 
feld’s testimony, at the request of the 
State, court adjourned to allow the attor­ 
neys for the prosecution to discuss the ad­ 
visability of offering a certain line of evi­ 
dence. 
Should they decide against offer­ 
ing this, the case of the State is virtually 
closed, only a few minor points remaining 
to be presented, 
When court again 
convened Judge 
Longenecker announced that with the ex­ 
ception of one witness, Mr. Clancy, whose 
testimony related only to O’Sullivan, the 
case of the State was closed. 
On request of the attorneys for the 
defense 
court adjourned to Saturday 
morning, when the State will close its 
case and the defense will proceed. 
The lawyers for the prisoners are lincoln 
municative as to what their defense will 
be. 
It is understood that they are going 
to prove alibia 
O’Sullivan, the iceman, will prove by 
seven w itn e ss that he was not away from 
his house on the night of May 4 after 7:30 
o’clock. 
It is alleged that five of his men 
came home at 9:15 o’clock, and that O’Sul­ 
livan got up and let them in. 
Mr. Nie­ 
mann, a saloon keeper, testified that O’Sul­ 
livan, Kunze and Coughlin were in his 
place at 10:30 o’clock on the night of May 
4. The iceman will prove by two witnesses 
that it was Sunday, May 5, when he was 
at Niemann’s saloon, and that the saloon 
keeper was mistaken as to the identity of 
Coughlin and Kunze. 
He will have sev­ 
eral other alibis whenever needed. 
Dan Coughlin will stick to his original 
story and attempt to prove that it was 
not Din an’s white horse that drove Dr. 
Cronin to his death. 
It is said that Mr. 
Forrest has two witnesses who will swear 
that they saw Dr. Cronin near Lincoln 
Park on the evening of May 4 and that the 
horse was a dark bay. 
These two wit­ 
nesses will testify, it is said, that they 
bowed to Cronin and that he returned the 
salutation. 
Martin Burke’s defense will be that he 
hired the Carlson cottage for 
Patrick 
Cooney, not knowing what it was to be 
used for. 
He will prove by several wit­ 
nesses that he was in the town of Lake on 
the night of the murder. 
His flight from 
Chicago will also be accounted for in a 
very plausible manner. 
He will prove 
that when arrested at Winnipeg he was 
on his way to England to do ‘‘active work” 
for 
the Clan-na-Gael. 
That was tho 
reason he assumed the name of W. 
J. 
Cooper. 
_ 
I 
Kunze will deny everything and offer in 
evidence! the time-book of 
the man he 
worked for on Cottage Grove avenue. 
It 
is said that the bode shows that Kunze 
worked until 5 o’clock May 4. 
John F. Beggs will hare nothing to say.

The Iow a W omen's Plans 
Organization. 
C h ic ag o, 
N ov. 14.—The bolt of tut 
Iowa delegation from the W. C. T. U. con­ 
vention will probably mark an importanf 
era in temperance work. 
The split of the Iowa delegation aud the 
call for a meeting of the bolters and their 
sympathizers, for the purpose of creating 
a new organization, was the sole subject 
of discussion among the delegates of the 
National Woman’s Christian Temperance 
union at the Palmer house this morning. 
It was plain from the e x p ressio n s that 
the delegates to the convention weiv sorry 
enough that the trouble bud reached the 
conclusion it did. lhere L >ome difference 
of opinion among the delegates as to the 
best manner of pursuing the work. 
The 
vote of Miss Willard’s re-election does not 
express the feelings of all on the subject 
of partisanship and non-partisanship, and 
it is not unlikely that Mrs. Foster will in 
time 
get quite a following from the 
ladies who have previously followed Miss 
Willard’s fortunes and ideas. 
Tho split, 
however, will not come until Mrs. Foster’s 
followers are thoroughly organized and 
their principles declared. 
The split was of sucn importance, how­ 
ever, to call a meeting of the executive 
board, which was held in parlor O, Miss 
Willard presiding. 
Mrs. L. D. Carhart, 
of Marion, Iowa, who has been opposed to 
Mrs. Foster, was installed us the provi­ 
sional member in the place of Mrs. Foster. 1 
For five years Mrs. Carhart has been a 
candidate for the presidency of tho Iowa 
W. C. T. U., against Mrs. Foster, each 
time the vote standing about 30 to 40 in 
her favor, to 180 to 185 in favor of Mr3. 
Foster. 
This, them shows the relative 
strength of the two factions in Iowa. 
The executive board considered little or 
nothing besides the Iowa question. 
The 
hoard adopted a plan of reorganization 
for Iowa. 
The members would say little 
or nothing about their plans, but they 
claimed that the plan of reorganization 
was merely the simplest that could be de­ 
vised. 
Mrs. 
Carhart will be placed in 
provisional charge of Iowa until a new 
election can be called. 
What means had 
been adopted to divide the factions in Iowa 
so as to eliminate Mrs. Foster’s influence 
from their followers tbey would not say. 
The members of the executive board 
were very much puzzled, however, when 
they got an inkling of the proceedings in 
Mrs. Foster’s rooms. 
They were surprised 
ac the large number that were present 
there and at the plan of organization as 
they had heard It. 
The story was that 
Mrs. Foster’s followers proposed to band 
themselves together as a temperance or 
prohioition league, tile membership being 
open to both sexes. 
They did not think 
that Mrs. Foster’s party would gain great 
political influence by reason of its male 
membership aud relegate the W. C. T. U. 
to a back seat.

“ Miserere.” 
At IJ 
o’clock pontifical mass of the Holy Ghost 
was celebrated in the university chapel by 
Most Rev. Mgr. Satolli, archbishop. 
The 
music of the mass was sung by a picked 
choir of male voices. 
Right Rev. R. 
Gilmore, I bishop of Cleveland, preached 
the sermon. 
The President, 
Vice-President and all 
the members of the Cabinet, except Secre­ 
tary W anamaker, attended the dedication 
exercises. 
The President 
was received 
with great applause on entering. 
Mr. 
Blaine, who responded to the toast, 1 ‘Our 
Country and Her President,” said he re­ 
sponded as a representative of the United 
States, not in a political sense and much 
less a partisan one.

beautiful Susquehanna 
valley and the 
rich farm ing lands of that part of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Idle plan was followed, 
but 
unfortunately the country was not seen 
a t its best, as the lowering skies and the 
heavy, driving rains confined the land­ 
scape within narrow bounds. 
The big locomotive, 
weighing 95,000 
pounds, drew the entire train over every 
foot of the 5,825 miles, and came to a full 
stop in the station as fresh and as power­ 
ful as when it steamed out the morning of 
Oct. 8. 
No record for speed was made or 
broken, but a record for continuous pro­ 
gress has been established by the locomo­ 
tive which is unequaled in railroad history. 
It is the general rule of railroad m anage­ 
m ent that no passenger locomotive draw ­ 
ing a first-class train shall run a greater 
distance than IOO or 150 miles without 
being changed. 
Y et this locomotive has 
on several occasions covered 300 miles in 
good schedule time, and on the run from 
Omaha to S t Louis it performed the un­ 
excelled feat of making 467 miles in 
eighteen hours.

In the reign of Richard II. shoes were 
of such absurd length as to require to be 
supported by being tied to the knees with 
chains, sometimes of gold and silver. 
In 
1463 the English parliament took the mat­ 
ter in hand and passed an act forbidding 
shoes with spikes more than two inches in 
lehgth being worn and manufactured. 


T h e statement that there are more 
flowers of blue than of any other colors 
is not universally accepted. Examin­ 
ing the seed list of a floriculturist, Mr. 
E. H. Robertson has found 733 differ­ 
ent kinds, of which 129 produce red 
flowers, HO white, 59 yellow, 56 pur­ 
ple and 17 orange. Others give flowers 
of various colors, a classification of 
which, if it were possible, would not 
materially change their ratios. A sec­ 
ond seed list, of 1,000 species, con­ 
firmed these results; and, as the list 
includes both native and exotic species, 
Mr. Robertson believes that they form 
a fair index to the actual proportion of 
the several colors existing in the floral

L ib er ty T r e e was a large 
standing at the entrance to Boston and 
known as the Great Tree upon which, 
in 1765, the people hanged in effigy 
liver, the Stamp Distributor, who 
was sent over to distribute stamps to 
the Colonists.
